U. N. I. A. Delegates 
Ring Challenge

The challenge of the new 
Negro to the world is the recog- 
nition of the value of a militant 
organization, J. J. Peters, presi- 
dent of the Chicago division 
No. 23 of the Universal Negro 
Improvement Association, told 
an audience of two thousand 
Negroes Tuesday night. 

Peters’ speech sounded the 
key-note which will govern the 
delegates who left for New 
York this morning to attend 
the Fourth International Con- 
vention of the Association. 

The mass meeting of the followers 
of Marcus Garvey at 47th and Dear- 
born Streets., got the message by the 
delegates that the time has gone by 
when the Negro can hope for any re- 
lief from oppression by mere religious 
rites. The speakers denounced 
French and German domination of the 
Negroes in the African colonies, and 
American yace discrimination and 
lynch law. 


Force Brings Justice. 


“The Whites give justice only under 
pressure of a powerful organization,” 
said Peters. “When the militant or- 
ganization starts to crush these im- 
pediments which stand in the way of 
justice for the Negro, the white op- 
pressors will be afraid and they will 
have to compromise by doling out a 
small amount of justice. 

“My Communist white friends who 


are sitting on my left disagree with 
ithe nationalism of our association.

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Morgan as Peacemaker 


Morgan and his agents intervened in the Londen 
Conference, we are told, thus preventing a rup-* 
ture between Great Britain and France. But for 
the holy Morgan we would have war on our hands, 
so the implication runs. This is not a new trick, 
the decking out of the chief war-makers with the 
medals of peace, for Morgan is only following il- 
lustrious precedents. 

It was the Czar of Russia, bloodiest of all tyrants 
and imperialists, who called the first “disarmament 
conference.” He was hailed as a new “prince of 
peace” by all the silly sentimentalists of the world. 
William Stead, prominent English liberal and 
mystic of that time, wrote a hysterical eulogy of 
the Czar for this move, now recognized as a settled 
tactic of war-preparation. 

Wilhelm II, also, was hailed thruout the world 
as the great advocate of peace. The Kaiser was 
decorated, wined, eulogized, by the sycophantic 
press and so-called intellectual elements, by the 
peace societies, and by the muddle-headed, middle- 
class peace lovers of the world. Our own national 
“hero,” Roosevelt, joined in hailing the Hohen- 
zollern as a second Christ. 

Both the Czar and Kaiser, together with their 
adulators of all countries, were among the chief 
war-makers not long after. All their “peace moves” 
were shown to be moves on the checker-board of 
imperialist politics of which war is but an exten- 
sion by other means. It is the same with Czar 
Morgan. Preparing for a new world war, he directs 
his journalistic prostitutes to paint him as the angel 
of peace, standing between the horrified popula- 
tion of the world and the threat of war, and hold- 
ing out his beneficent protection. But today it is 
“old stuff.’ The workers of the world know Mor- 
gan for what he is, the director of world imperial- 
ism, that is driving surely to a new world con- 
flagration. 


Muzzling the World 


Acting under strict orders from the State De- 
partment, the.United States Chinese ambassador 
Schurman has issued an order prohibiting Amer- 
icans residing in China from discussing frankly 
and freely the conditions in this civil war-torn 
country. Our ambassador to China made a special 
trip from Peking to Shanghai to inform the Amer- 
ican organizations in the latter city that Secretary 
of State Hughes is displeased with their talk about 
Chinese affairs. The ire of Mr. Hughes was espe- 
cially aroused because some of this “unpleasant” 
talk has been reaching the ears of an increasing 
number of people in the United States. 

This is about as outrageous an example of im- 
perialism in full flower as can be had. Not only do 
our capitalist rulers stifle the expression of discon- 
tent or dissatisfaction at home, but they even go 
so far as to crush all disagreement with their po- 
licies abroad. The American constitution may not 
be law in China, or in the other spheres of Yankee 
imperialist influence. Yet the American dollar 
reigns as supreme in China as in the state of Penn- 
sylvania or the District of Columbia. 

And here is the immediate cause for Mr. Hughes’ 
insisting on Americans residing in China keeping 
their mouths shut. Under the recently concluded 
Sino-Soviet treaty, the great Chinese-Russian rail- 
way, running thru Chinese territory and’ financed 
by Russian money, has been restored to its right- 
ful owners, China and Soviet Russia. This is the 
railroad that was seized by the imperialist Allied 
brigands when the Soviet Republic was repelling 
the invading counter-revolutionary armies. Mr. 
Hughes is now insisting that the Washington con- 
ference has decreed a trusteeship of the railway 
for the benefit of foreign creditors. Furthermore, 
Mr. Hughes insists that American capitalists have 
a claim to the road because the United States gov- 
ernment furnished more than four million dollars 
worth of equipment for it during the Allied occu- 
pation. 

Our State Department is now looking for a pre- 
tense to fall upon China and punish it for the grave 
erime of restoring peaceful relations with Soviet 


Russia. Some of the Americans residing in China 
seem=-to think that this railway is a matter of con- 
cern only to Soviet Russia and China. Mr. Hughes 
is agxious to prevent such opinions spreading to 


the United States, in order to be able to put over 
his anti-Soviet Russian manouvres. 

At the rate American imperialism is now mak- 
ing headway towards world supremacy, it will not 
be long before the State Department will attempt 
to muzzle the world. 


Coolidge says September 12 is not “mobilization 
day,” but “defense day.” The War Department 
savs it is “mobilization day.” .Let them carry on 
the debate.

over the world, there is a curious mixture of error 
and sound insight. 

So far as concerns the population of Africa, 
the masses living on that continent and perform- 
ing the labor that makes it one of the great sources 
of wéalth of the world, there is no question that 
“self-determination” is the inevitable goal of their 
immediate struggle. The African masses must or- 
ganize their own strength and, in alliance with 
the uprising proletarians of the world, throw off 
the chains of capitalist imperialism. 

In the struggle of the colonies for emancipation 
from imperialism, the African people must receive 
assistance not only from the international labor 
movement, they must also have especial assistance 
from the Negro population thruout the rest of the 
world. 

But this does not solve the problems of the 
millions of Negroes in America. These latter have 
become a part of the American working class. For 
better or for worse their fate is bound up with 
that of the American proletariat. Just as_ the 
white worker must learn this lesson and-extend the 
hand of fellowship to his black brother, so also 
must the Negro learn the futility of the utopian 
‘mre of transporting the millions of his race 
from one continent to another as a solution of their 
problems. The Negro also must learn to think of 
himself as a part of the American working class, 
and extend, in his turn, the hand of proletarian 
fellowship to his white brother. 


The Brazilian Missions 


Sundry reasons have been given for th 
outbreak in Sao Paulo, the wealthiest and. most 
important industrial section of the South Amer- 
ican republic. It has béen said that the Paulistas, 
paying two-thirds of ‘the taxes and representing the 
richest division of the country, are seeking to wield 
more power in the government. Then the policy 
of President Bernardes in limiting the export of 
coffee is declared to have aroused the violent anger 
of the big business interests in Sao Paulo. On 
other occasions the dissatisfaction with the find- 
ings of the British Financial Mission have been 
blamed for the conflict now raging in Brazil. 


All of the above reasons may be true. But there 
is a more fundamental and comprehensive cause 
for the difficult straits in which Brazil now finds 
itself. To get to the basic source of Brazilian as 
well as other industrially less developed coun- 
tries one must look into the activities of the strong 
imperialist capitalist powers in such lands. 


The helplessness of Brazil before the big capi- 
talist countries is reflected in the work of two 
missions whose results are now before the Brazil- 
ian people. Examining the conclusions and recom- 
mendations of the Britsih Financial Mission, we 
find an advocacy of a reduction of import duties 
on machinery and coal in order to benefit British 
export trade to Brazil. We find proposals for re- 
form in banking and currency with the same end 
in view. The Mission demands that the native 
government get out of business and give up its 
merchant marine and railways. The British ex- 
perts further insist that the government should 
not help in the dé ment of steel manufacture 
and other industrie Brazil. It has been the 
practice of Briti apitalists to discourage the 
development of industries which might compete 
with their own. 

Then there has been in Brazil for the last eight- 
een months a special American Naval Commission 
having its task the modernizing of the Brazilian 
navy and proclaiming its purpose as “eminently 
pacific.” Rear Admiral Vogelgesang, now stationed 
in Rio de Janeiro is!the big gun and overseer of 
American capital in this country thru his being at 
the head of the naval mission. 

Tho both of these missions were invited official- 
ly yet their presence has proved irritating to the 
great mass of people in Brazil. Political disturb- 
ances and economic chaos are the sole fruit of the 
efforts of these missions.

R. W. T. RAWLEIGH is the presi- 
dent and owner of a business in 
Freeport, Illinois, with a capital and 
resources of over $13,000,000. He is 
the chairman of the LaFollette-for-Pre- 
sident committee. He is considered 
to be one of the few millionaire 
“angels” of the LaFollette president- 
ial candidacy. When he speaks it is 
worth while listening. 
In a recent issue of a local Hearst 
newspaper, Rawleigh signs an article 
which is headed with the _ illumin- 
ating title: “Why Business Men 
Should Support Progressive Cause.” 
It would be well to quote and com- 
ment on some of the more salient 
statements made by this multi-mil- 
lionaire backer of the Wisconsin 
Messiah. 
Here is Mr. Rawleigh’s fundamental 
reason for calling upon businessmen 
to support LaFollette: i 

“What the business men of the 
United States need now more than 
anything else is a free, open and 
competitive market in which to buy 
their raw materials and supplies, 
and the opportunity to buy, sell and 
compete on an equal basis in the 
greatest producing and consuming 
market in the world. ; 


“There should be no discrimina- 
tion against business, large or small 
—no special favors, no monopolies 
of any of our great natural resourc- 
es, no illegal combinations - to 
stifle competition and _ restrain 
trade,;-no private control by the few 
at the expense of the many of any 
of the necessities of life.” 


His kick is therefore directed 
against the big monopolies which 
control both the sources of raw mate- 
rials and the market where commo- 
dities are sold to the consumer, that 
is, the “trusts,” “privilege” or “the 
interésts.” Should LaFollette be elect- 
ed, then, it is assumed that he will 
break up the monopoly control of the 
trusts and enable the small business 
man to compete successfully with the 
powerful manufacturer; that the 
business man, large and small, will 
be able to purchase all the necessities 
for manufacturing on an equal basis, 
i. e., without having to face the 
centralized control of any particular 
commodity such as machinery, raw 
materials, and similar necessities. 
The slightest examination of this 
economic doctrine will show that, just 
as it would without doubt benefit the 
small two-by-four business man, in 
the same way and with as little doubt 
would it bring grave injury to the 
masses of the people in this country, 
the workers. To a great extent, La- 
Follette’s backing comes from organ- 
ized labor, and if we can prove that 
LaFollette’s candidacy and program

Two things are always needed 
before one can start manufacturing 
any commodity: raw materials and 
labor to be applied to these raw ma- 
terials in order to turn them into 
finished products. The trust magnate 
has it comparatively easy ‘when it 
comes to obtaining raw material, since 
he almost invariably controls its 
source. For example, the steel trust 
controls iron ore and coal mines and 
accessory industries, either directly 
or thru interlocking directorates. 
Continuing the example; the steel 
trust, in securing labor, does not have 
to come to the labor unions, where 
the workers have organized them- 
selves in order to present a united 
front to the employers on the question 
of their demands on wages, hours and 
working conditions; the steel work- 
ers compete amongst themselves, 
instead, and that is the basis of their 
rotten conditions and one of the 
reasons for the strength and wealth 
of the steel trust. 

On the other hand, let us consider 
the small business man. He meets 
monopoly on every hand. He must 
accept the prices demanded for raw 
materials because their owners have 
ralready agreed on a monopoly price, 
because competition has practically 
been abolished. 
therefore, he fails to hold his own 
because the “big interests,” who pro- 
duce the same commodity, can afford 
to sell it at a cheaper price on the 
market, since they not only have 


jcheaper recourse. to raw materials 


which they openly or secretly control, 
but because they also can afford to 
engage in “cut-throat competition” in 
order to eliminate the upstarts, the 
peanut business man. 


The same thing holds true for labor. 
As indicated before, the huge cor- 
porate interests, the “trusts” have 
not yet been unionized. This is un- 
fortunate for the workers, but it is 
true. The smaller plants and the 
less essential industries are more or 
less organized by the trade unions. 
This is irksome to the employers of 
these plants and industries. Their 
cost of production is increased to the 
extent that they have to pay more to 
their workers. <A larger cost of pro- 
duction makes -it impossible for them 


j to compete’ with the trustified con- 


cerns. 

The small business man is there- 
for to .become interested in the 
“progressive cause” because it opposes 
monopoly which “stifles competition 
fellow. But, included in this talk of 
“monopoly” is not only the controllers 
of raw materials and markets, but also 
the organized labor movement! 

From a careful study of the” pro-

The workers who are now being 
misled by the mirage of LaFolletteism 
should learn by their experiences with 


LaFollette, Labor and the Business Men, 


‘the “anti-trusts” Clayton Act, by “a 
actions of Premier MacDonald and his 
cabinet, and apply the conclusions to 
be drawn from these to their actiyittes 
in the coming campaign.

His Enmity to Labor 
Party the Reason

NEW YORK, July 30.—Sen- 
ator LaFollette and his support- 
ers have forfeited the support 
of the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored 
People because they refused to 


form a labor party. 

This was made clear by sec- 
retary James Weldon Johnson 
in a statement repudiating the 
story that the N. A. A. C. P. had 
endorsed the Wisconsin sen- 
ator. 

Mr. Johnson's statement cites the 
recent Philadelphia convention, where 
the Negro organization condemned the 
two old parties as “the same oppres- 
sion under different party names.” 
The N. A. A. C. P. secretary then 
quotes the convention declaration of 
political faith urging a new political 
movement to “give the Anterican 
Negro and other submerged classes a 
chance to vote more directly for eco- 
nomic emancipation from monopoly 
and privilege and a fairer chance to 
work according to ability, and share 
more equitably in the social income. 

Labor Party Is Negro’s Hope. 

“It is perhaps needless to add,” 
continues Mr. Johnson, “that the kind 
of third party movement we are hop- 
ing and looking for did not materialize 
in Cleveland. But that does not alter 
the fact that a vigorous, progressive 
third party, similar to the Labor 
Party in England, would be. the 
Negro’s political salvation in Amer- 
ica.” 

Negro Appeal Against Kian Ignored, 

The convention in Philadelphia last 
month sent the LaFollette convention 
a friendly formal political address and 
telegraphed an urgent appeal that the 
alleged “third party” convention take 
a stand against the Ku Klux Klan. 
Chairman Johnston did not permit 
either communication to be read to 
the Cleveland convention, both being 
completely ignored. 

Cc. P. P. A. Silent on Color Line. 

Bitterness is also expressed at the 
Cleveland convention’s neglect to pro- 
test against lynching, segregation, dis- 
franchisement, the color line in labor 
unions and the numerous other spe- 
cial abuses heaped on the Negro race. 
It is freely said that the LaFollette 
movement will do nothing for the 
Negroes as long as such constituent 
parts of it as the railway brother- 
hoods and the machinists’ union con» 
tinue to bar Negro workers. 


Demand Labor Program. 


Disappointment is general among 
American Negroes at the failure of 
the C. P. P. A. convention and its 
standard bearer to offer a labor pro- 
gram. Negroes have advanced in 
their political thinking to such an ex- 
tent that they realize their interests 
lie with the labor movement. They 
see in the labor struggle for political 
and industrial freedom the hope of 
their race, of which 98 per cent are 
of the exploited farm and labor 
classes. 

“Inexpedient,” Said Bob. 

It is recalled that in 1920, when 
Senator LaFollette was offered the 
Farmer-Labor Party nomination, the 
senator turned it down for the ex- 
pressed reason, among others, that 
the platform offered him demanded 
in a mild way political equality for 
Negroes.

Striking Workers Get 
Union Organizer 


The Brotherisod 0 of Railway Car- 
men yesterday took over jurisdiction 
of the strike of the carbuilders in 
the Hegewisch Western Steel Car 
company, John Hogan, district organ- 
izer of the Brotherhood, being placed 
in charge of the strike.

Editor’s Note. — The DAILY

CHAPTER VIII.—Continued. 
Tactics of United Front. 
The Lesson. from Saxony. 


The climax was Saxony. It is abso- 
lutely clear to us that what happened 
in Saxony was a -banal social demo- 
cratic comedy. That was declared by 
all Russian Bolsheviks, and I believe, 
also by all German revolutionary work- 
ers and real bolsheviks, out of their 
very hearts. From that moment it 
was necessary to call a halt. We can- 
not plead overestimating the revolu- 
tionary possibilities as a justification 
for what took place in Saxony. That 
would be a cheap argument. Wecan 
never be absolutely certain of success 
in, revolution. I say, that if the revo- 
lutionary situation of Oct., 1923 occurs 
again we shall again shout from the 
housetops that the revolution is at 
hand. We have nothing to repent of. 
In’ October there gathered here the 
representatives of the largest Com- 
munist Parties. No one had a word 
against our presentation of the ques- 
tion. Everyone was agreed that we 
must stake on the revolution. The 
responsibility however, rests mainly 
on the E. C. and the Russian and Ger- 
man Parties. I repeat that if such a 
situation occurs again, we shall more 
carefully test the figures, more care- 
fully review our strength; but again 
®e will back revolution.

Mistakes of Czecho-Slovakian Com- 
munist Party. 

After the Liepsic Party Convention, 
came the party convention in Prague. 
If you study the resolution of the 
Prague conference you will findje 
therein this paragraph: “The Work- 
ers’ Government can also be a peace- 
ful transition to the dictatorship of 
the proletariat. It is an attempt by 
the working class to carry on a work- 
ers’ policy by means of bourgeois de- 
mocracy supported by proletarian or- 
ganizations and proletarian mass 
movements.” 

This is a literal repetition. I do 
no ow if this occurred quite by 
c e or if there is a plan in it, I 
feel convinced it is the latter. (Radek: 
Kleine). You know, of course, that 
Comrade Radek is in favor of a “plan” 
in other spheres (Brandler: Radek 
was quite innocent of this matter). 
No you are mistaken, Comrade Brand- 
ler, Radek is far more responsible for 
the whole matter than are you, as he 
is respohsible genefally for opportun- 
ist mistakes, recently. 

Bukharin and Zinoviev Opposed. 

We, Bukharin and I, opposed this 
clause of the Leipsic resolution, but I 
must confess we did not do so openly 
and formally, we were not dictorial 
enough, we did not sufficiently use 
the power of the Executive.

A Revolutionary Watchword. 
Whence comes this watchword? It 
has often been represented that Radek 
invented it. That is not true. The

course of the Russian Revolution, and 
what Radek has done with it is merely 
to distort it. We want to use this 
watchword as the Russian Revolution 
used it. We have already described 
the application of the watchword of 
the workers’ government (Radek: 
“We formed a coalition with the So- 
cial Revolutionaries”). We do not 
foreswear the possibility in Burope 
too of taking into a Soviet Govern- 
ment a chunk of the Social Democracy 
which will break away from the So- 
cial Democratic Party and will be in- 
clined for a time to support us. This 
is what happened with the left social- 
revolutionists. It was a chunk which 
broke away from the Socialist Revolu- 
tionary Party and which was followed 
by part of the peasantry. We took 
them in tow. But as soon as they be- 
gan to talk the _ social-revolutionist 
language, we got rid of them. This 
was the correct strategy. But the plan 
of a pact with the social-revolutionary 
and menshevik parties after October 
was a mistake. It was a different thing 
at the time of the October revolution, 
when a group of comrades thought it 
possible to form a pact with the social- 
revolutionists and the mensheviks. For 
one moment I belonged to this group 
myself. But it was a huge mistake. 
Soon we conceived our mistake and 
rectified it. And for this reason, a 
few days later, Lenin wrote an article 
in which he said that the dispute was 
over, and that we shall now continue 
to fight together. And now you want 
us to transplant’this erroneous policy 
into other communist parties. This 
we shall never do. 

The mistakes committed in the 
course of the Russian revolution will 
find some justification in the fact that 
they will not be repeated in other revo- 
lutions. This is how the case of the 
tactics of the United Front stands. It 
is not a question of revising the tac- 
tics of the United Front. . There is no 
need for it. It is not a question of 
inventing “new” tactics of the United 
Front itself. I do not hesitate to say 
that in spite of many mistakes, these 
tactics stand on the credit side of our 
balance sheet. _The whole thing is to 
protect the Communist International 
against opportunistic efforts. 

Take any country, even England. 
In England, in this matter of the 
united front, great mistakes have been 
made. 

Successes of United Front in England.

istic tendency, a fair amount of good 
work haa been done. 
A Transition Tactics. 

‘Well comrades, what is now the po- 
sition? I have already dealt with the 
world situation. Therefro comes t 
also modification in attitude, |\and in 
the carrying out of our United Front 
tactics. First of all we must establish 
that this is a method of our propa- 
ganda, of the mobilization of the 
masses, as it was done in the Russian 
Revolution. For the social-democrats 
ahd .for the reformists the workers’ 
government represents a whole epoch. 
D’Arragona, the Italian reformist, for 
instance, said during the Amsterdam 
Conference in Vienna, in June, 1924, 
the best means of preventing new 
wars is to set up as many workers’ 
governments as possible. Thus for 
D’Arragona, the professed reformist, 
Workers’ governments are a panacea 
for all ills, and could prevent wars. 
For us it is by no means so. In spite 
of Radek’s bad clauses, we have said 
much that is good in the resolution 
of the IV Congréss. (Radek: The bad 
clause is yours, Comrade Zinoviev.) 
The bad clause is by you, the resolu- 
tion as a whole is mine. I will not 
shirk the responsibility; I should have 
done that at the IV Congress, not for 
the first time at the V.. But no one at 
the IV Congress was so far-sighted; 
that at least mitigates my failing a lit- 
tle.

No trouble with Ford engine, not even 
cleaning a spark plug or timer. 


Very bad dirt roads and heavy rains 
through Kansas, Missouri and Iowa. 
My trouble was entirely with tires, 
skid chains, fenders and _ springs, 
$34.23. My machine had been used 
practically every day for five years. 
Nevada, with its dozen distinct moun- 
tain ranges and intervening alkali, 
dobe and sand deserts, is still a prob- 
lem to autoists, although nearly half 
the distance now has improved or 
naturally good road surfaces. 


Ferries and toll bridges cost $3.75. 
About half of trouble and repair. bills 
was due to inexperience and strange 
road conditions, and half to normal 
wear and tear. Heavy overhead and] 
accident expenses, fortunately, did not 
appear on this trip. A Ruckstell axle 
contributed very much to its success.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., July 30.— 

BANKRUPT! Bankrupt, in every 
meaning of the word, can now be 
truthfully said of the officials of Dis- 
trict 5, United Mine workers of Amer- 
ica. For a long time we have charged 
that they were bankrupt in every 
sense but financially, and now they 
have reached that stage. After all 
these years of collecting per capita 
and. defense fund revenues from a 
membership of approximately 40,000, 
the officials of this unit of the miners’ 
union are devoting all possible time: 
to the borrowing of funds from the 
local unions that are fortunate enough 
to have any in their treasuries. 

To say that this is a fine state of 
affairs is not the attitude for any 
self-respecting body to assume, for it 
can be safely said that the funds have 
been misappropriated. Any secretary 
of a’ local union can gather this and 
many other facts if he will take the 
time to read the financial report just 
issued by the district organization. 
It gives figures to prove that they 
have deliberately violated the consti- 
tution by paying the men on its pay- 
roll who sat as fake delegates to the 
last district convefition, although the 
laws dealing with that subject are 
Very specific. It shows that they have 
@ detective on the payroll who drew 
down more than $5,000 in six months, 
although he is labeled in the report 
as “something which he is not.” 

And while this bankruptcy is affect- 
{ng the membership through the fail- 
mre of the district office to meet its 
obligations, the entire staff is still 
kept on the payroll. To pay them, the 
erganizers are being sent from local 
to local borrowing money so as to 
allow the pie-card men to continue on 
their luxurious revel while the unem- 
ployed membership starve.

JOBLESS WORKERS AND FARMLESS || 


FARMERS WANDER ABOUT COUNTRY 
AS “GAS GYPSIES” IN FLIVVERS

The public camp-site in our western towns is a happy-go- 


lucky place. 


Here, at the end of a hard day’s drive in “flivver’”’ 


or Cadillac, the dusty and tired tourist, like the horses and drivers 
his gas-gypsy has displaced, finds a place to feed-up, wash-up, 


and rest-up. 


Ford and Packard park democratically side by side while 
their drivers indulge in their after-supper session of “punching 


the bag.” This has nothing to*— 


do with boxing, but is just road f 
jargon for the free-for-all talk- 
fest in which high and lowly 
compare mileage, road condi- 
tions, tire troubles and engine vaga- 
ries, just like any crowd of horsemen 
in the days of old. Into this idyllic 
democracy of the road the specter of 
“hard times,” of the acute unemploy- 
ment crisis now spreading to all cor- 
ners of the country, thrusts its un- 
mistakably ugly form. 

“Unemployment among the gas-gyp- 
sies?” Mr. ‘Stay-at-Home will ask. 
“Why, I thought that was what they 
were ‘tourists for—because they are 
unemployed.” 

Dispossessed Farmers 

Quite true, but there are tourists 
and tourists. The big fellow in his 
high-price car, with chauffeur and 
valet attendance, but seldom fre- 
quents the public camps. The great 
mass of the campers there are work- 
ers on the trek for the elusive job. 

Down in Nebraska we met dozens 
of Dakota farmers bound for the 
southern Kansas harvest, the old Liz- 
zie loaded with bedding and a few 
cook-pots, a means of transportation 
by day and a hotel at night. hen 
we discussed this new type of migra- 
tory worker with a well-to-do Nebras- 
ka farmer who owned a $25,000 farm 
but who declared that he had not 
made a living during the past two 
years, we were told that the Dakota 
men were on a fool’s chase, that his 
own sons had done the same thing

California No Paradise. 

In a camp at Kingman, Ariz., just 
on the edge of the Mojave Desert,.we 
met with a party of professional Cali-

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army of workers, and practically every 
wage worker addressed there was 
only hoping by some means or other 
to get enough money to get away from 
the land of sunshine and super-dis- 
tilled bunk. While living costs seem 
considerably lawer, wages also touch 
record low levels. “Trade schools” 
hold out an $8 wage rate for plumbers 
as bait to attract students into their 
school, while a building contractor 
boasted that he could get all the car- 
penters he wanted for $3 a day and 
“they do twice as much work as when 
we paid ‘em $15 in 1916.” 

A terrible drought not only laid 
heavy hand upon hundreds of small 
farmers, but actually curtailed the 
water and power supply of the city, 
resulting in darkened street lights and 
skip-stops on the street car lines. The 
drought also brought on the customary 
forest fires sooner and with greater 
severity thateusual. When these fires 
began to threaten real estate develop- 
ment and Santa Fe holdings, the 
Chamber of Commerce got busy. At a 
session to which public officials were 
summoned a plan of action was out- 
lined. ' 
“Drafting” Fire Fighters. 

That evening a fleet@f motor trucks 
surrounded the “Plaza” and the local 
authorities drafted men right off the 
streets, loaded them on the trucks and 
sent them out to the fire area. The 
“Plaza” is not, as its name might sug- 
gest, the rendezvous of the rich young 
bloods. It is the local slave market 
where unemployed workers rest up be- 
tween job hunts. 

The men were told that they would 
be paid 30 cents an hour and that mule 
trains with food gould follow as soon 
as possible. Nota single real estate 
agent was taken in the draft—only 
“those wearing sturdy shoes with 
heavy soles” were taken, according to 
the “Times” the next-morning.’ Our 
American robots are already in uni- 
form. 


Besides the workers hunting for a 


master, there is also the traveling 
handitraftsman who drives from town 
to town in his gas buggy looking for 
buyers of his ‘skill. Thus in New 
York State and again in the West we 
met-the sign painter; in Nebraska 2 
traveling piano tuner; in Colorado i 
basket weaver with his large and 
active family, and even the lowly um. 
brella mender was riding a dilapidated 
Lizzie. In Czélifornia one sees large 
families on Ford trucks fixea up, like 
prairie schooners of old, whiie the 
honest-to-goodness gypsy, ri.ling an 
antediluvian Packard or Cadillac, is 
seen in every state. 
On to Communism. 

It does not cost a great deal for a 
family to travel the gas-gypsy trail— 
less, by actual test, than for a worker 
to lay idle in a big city and try to 
keep his family in food and shelter. 
So the evicted city dweller and the 
dispossessed, foreclosed farmer meet 
on the trail for the job. They come 
into sharp competition with one an- 
other, but they also get to know one 
another. Another span of the gap 
that separates city from country 
worker’ is bridged. Both reduced to 
the status of nomadic proletarians, 
they must soon learn that the only

German Veterans of 
Last War Find Work

BERLIN, July 30.—Amongthe 910,- 
659 Berlin workers employed in plants 
having more than twenty workers, 
there are 18,849 disabled soldiers. 
Theseehave found places under a law 
which makes it obligatory upon in- 
dustrial concerns employing more 
than twenty men to recruit up to 2 per 
cent of its entire staff from the ranks 
of the heavily disabled soldiers. These 
18,849 disabled veterans are employed 
in 4,862 establishments. 

There are in Berlin today 1,013 total- 
ly blind workers, of these 803 have 
found room in various concerns. 

It is an encouraging fact that 95 per 


cent of the disabled veterans em-; 


ployed are receiving full wages, on the 
same level with those of healthy per 
sons.

Westinghouse to Lay 
- Off More Workers in 
Pittsburgh District

PITTSBURGH, Pa., July 30.— No 
single industry in Western Pennsyl- 
vania seems to be an exception to the 
rule of “No job today” to one who 
hunts for a job in thesé parts, With 
nearly every important mine in Dis- 
trict 5-closed or’working short time 
and the miners either slaving at add 
jjobs with long hours, or loafing for 
want of work which they cannot find, 
while their families go hungry, it is 
a very sad spectacle indeed. 

In addition one finds the mills 
slowed down to almost a standstill, 
and with the prevailing low wages, 
ithe wonder is how the workers make 
nds meet. On top of thig already 
serious situation comes the announce- 
ment, that the Westinghouse Electric 
and Manufacturing Co. has laid off 700 
men and intend to make a wage cut 
of 20 per cent. This slave-driving 
concern employs approximately 25,000 
men and girls, at wages scarcely suf. 
ficient to keep them alive. 

Machinists at this place get only 65 
cents per hour, while others at other 
lines of important work get as low as 
35 to 40 cents per hour. This latest 
announcement has served to mak« 
many of the employes of this concer) 
apprehensive for their future, for they 
well know the immensity of the strug- 
gle with the present schedule of 
wages.

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More Nonpartisanship 
The united front against the working class is 
taking on such fantastic shapes, with new ab- 
surdities added every hour, that it is very hard to 
keep up with the latest developments. The most 


active imagination cannot keep ahead, or even 
abreast, of the weird and wonderful political 
alignments that are being concocted in this un- 
usual campaign that is hardly begun as yet. 
Michigan enters the lists today as a contender for 
first place in absurdity. 

The Detroit Federation of Labor is supposed to 
be a very “advanced” body. It sent a delegate to 
the Red International Congress .at Moscow in 
1921. It participated in the July 3 convention in 
Chicago in 1928. It likes to swear its fealty to in- 
dependent working class action and to progressive 
measures generally. It is part of the C. P. P. A. 
now, and boosting LaFollette. 

But at the same time the D. F. of L. is sup- 
porting Herbert A. Baker for Governor of Mich- 
igan. Baker used to be very “radical.” He also be- 
longed to the C. P. P. A. and attended its St. Louis 
conference last February. He was hot for “inde- 
pendent action.” He was all for the workers and 
the “new social order.” But—he wants to be Gov- 
ernor of Michigan. He cannot afford to jeopardize 
his political career! The republican machine will 
ditch him if he goes along even with the mild and 
harmless LaFollette! So Herbert Baker withdrew 
from the ©. P. P. A., lined up with the machine, 
declared in favor of Coolidge and Dawes, and is 
now united in peaceful amity with the strike- 
breaker republican candidates, the Detroit Fed- 
eration of Labor, and his own ambitions. 

What a wonderful thing this “progressive par- 
ty” of LaFollette is becoming! And what an in- 
sight it gives us into the progressivism of such 
leaders as those of the Detroit Federation, prom- 
inent among whom is Dennis Batt, erstwhile mem- 
ber of the “Proletarian Party,” boasted Marxist, 
and-editor of the Detroit Labor News! : 


“Constitutional Progress” 


It is quite natural that the employers in the 
women’s clothing industry of New York should 
be quite pleased at the settlement they effected, 
thru the Governor’s Commission, of the 
strike movement that stirred the workers. That 
settlement meant a complete surrender of every 
demand that was vital to the members of the I. 
L. G. W. U. That the camouflage which was at- 
tempted to throw over the miserable betrayal 
should be labeled “constitutional progress” in the 
industry does not change its nature by one jot. 

Surprising to those who do not understand the 
class nature of opinions on such questions, will be 
the position taken by the liberals, who unquali- 
fiedly endorse the purchase of peace at the cost of 
the workers. The Nation, spokesman for the mid- 
dle-class intelligentsia, endorses the treason and 
does its bit to help along the camouflage. It con- 
gratulates the workers on the betrayal by their 
leaders. It hails the peace and progress bought and 
paid for by surrender to the employers. 

But, to the student of Marxism and Leninism, 
this is to be expected. It is the inevitable result 
of the class position in society of these liberals. 
Strikes, wars, strife of all kinds are to be avoided 
at all costs. They want peace at any price—es- 
pecially a price so cheap to them as surrender of 
the demands of the workers. 

But this middle-class pacifism, this philosophy 
of, collaboration with the capitalist class, is utter- 
ly foreign to the spirit of the working class. The 
workers more and more realize that it means 
degradation and death to them. Nothing but more 
organized power, and its use in struggle against 
the employers, can bring advancement. and. relief 
from exploitation to the workers in the needle 
trades and all other trades. “Constitutional prog- 
ress” is a fake, pure and simple, designed to 
facilitate the legalized robbery of the worker. It 
is another version of the “company union.” 


In the Wisconsin Wilderness 


When one speaks of Wisconsin, he talks of Sen- 
ator LaFollette. In Northwestern politics Lafol- 
lette and Wisconsin are synonymous. The polit- 
ieal machine of the Badger state. is LaFfollette, 
from the governor down. The Senator is the big 
boss of the state. 

At this moment, the state of Wisconsin is a 
veritable wilderness, Issues, personalities, petty 
conflicts, and confusion worse confounded, are the 
outstanding features of the hot gubernatorial cam- 
paign that is being waged. The political panorama 
that Wisconsin now affords is a colorful and vivid 


| picture of LaFolletteism at its best, and at its 


worst. , 
In the great “progressive” Wisconsin we have a 
socialist candidate for governor, despite the fact

that nationally there is no longer a socialist 
party as an independent political unit. Then there 
is the LaFollette pet, Governor Blaine, who is 
fighting to succeed himself. Mr. Blaine is said to 
be the very incarnation of LaFolletteism in the 
state. Mr. Commings, his lieutenant governor, who 
mouths progressive phrases with greatér ease, is 
also trying to climb a rung on the political ladder 
thru winning the republican gubernatorial nomina- 
ion. Add to this mess the candidacy of a certain 
Mr. Hirst, who is a supporter of Coolidge and 
Dawes, and you have a composite pictureof the 
LaFollette machine and the LaFollette movement 
in its territory, Wisconsin, where it has flourished 
for decades. 

Hirst, Berger, Blaine, and Commings—these are 
the wheels of the LaFollette machine in Wiscom 
sin! It is precisely because of this weird class 
combination which LaFolletteism has produced 
in Wisconsin that most of the talk concerning the 
state being genuinely progressive has turned out 
‘to be empty. LaFollette, the enemy of war, is the 
political boss of a state whose military establish- 
ments have increased seventy per cent since the 
war and which now ranks seventh in National 
Guard strength. LaFollette is the political boss of 
Wisconsin where the State Federation of Labor 
has just declared: “The so-called progressive wing 
of the pm 2 party has brought forth no re- 
liable adhesive legislative group in the state... . 
We regret to say that no recognition of labor has 
phon given in the selection of lawyers to fill the 

important office of judge. Labor was encouraged 
to entertain a hope, but was finally ignored.” 

This is the kind of promised land that Mr. 
LaFollette wants the great mass of workers and 
farmers to attain.

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Bourgeois Solidarity 


Notwithstanding all the differences among 
themselves, the members of the bourgeoisie always 
find the means of developing and expressing their 
solidarity as against all forces that threaten their 
fundamental institutions.

SURANCE OF THE STABILITY OF OUR INSTITU- 
TIONS that regardiess of the cross-currents of po- 
litical opinion we have a definite and assured respect 
for the official who embodies in his exalted. position 
the sovereign will of all the people. The handsome, 
genial, and gracious Mr. Harding caught the imagin- 
ation of the American people because he knew and 
followed the best traditions of American hospitality 
and social grace.” 

LaFollette found it gratifying that large masses 
of people, kept in ignorance by himself: and his 
kind of the enormities going on between Harding, 
Daugherty, Jess Smith, McLean, et al, should have 
a “definite and assured respect” for the oil presi- 
dent as embodying “the sovereign will of all the 
people.” Such stupid and silly “respect” for po- 
liticians and grafters is the basis for “the stability 
of our institutions.” If the masses knew the truth 
they would get rid of these institutions. 

All middle-class saviours of humanity, a la La- 
Follette, want above all to “preserve our institu- 
tions.” So, no matter how much they may fret

OON it will be ten years since the 

European nations had been thrown 
into the mad war. The world came 
out of the last war in an entirely dif- 
ferent shape than when it entered into 
it. Millions of dead, millions of inva- 
lids, incalgulable losses in wealth and 
means of production, the destruction 
oe European economics and the sub- 
jection of Europe by the powerful 
capitalism of America—these are a 
few of the results of the “war for 
democracy.” 


The end of the war also. brought to 
a close the world hegemony of the 
capitalism of Europe. The center of 
gravity was shifted to the United 
States. At the present the world is 
ruled by the dollar. The war was con- 
cluded by the Treaty of Versailles, and 
it is really hard to say what has con- 
tributed more to the ruination of the 
world—the four years of war or the 
six years of peace, The entire conti- 
nent of Europe has been shattered to 
its foundations. 


We recollect a few of the slogans 
in the last war. “To disarm the Prus- 
sian militarism,” “Self-determination 
of peoples,” “A war for civilization.” 
All these slogans were on the ban- 
ners of the democracy of Europe. The 
result of this “democratic” pretence 
was a terrible and shameless peace of 
brigandage—a peace which humanity 
had never had to live thru. Up to 
this very day Europe is suffering as 
the*result of the consequences of this 
peace, 


The last war would never have 
lasted more than a few months if not 
for the support it received from an en- 
tirely unexpected source—from the 
socialist parties and from the trade 
unions. , It is hard to tell which of the 
two are the more responsible for 1t, 
the leader of the social-democratic 
parties or the leaders of the trade un- 
ions. One thing is certain, that both 
are responsible. 


Would it have been possible for 
capitalist society to mobilize so many 
millions of workers for the slaughter 
without the support of the trade un- 
ions? Would it have been possible to 
keep on sacrificing millions of people 
in the course of years if not for the 
support of the labor organizations? 
Never! The most significant feature 
of the last war was that the tradé 
unions appeared in the role of pur- 
veyors of food for the cannons. The 
leaders of the trade unions utilizéd 
the machinery of their organizations, 
the discipline of the membership that 
was built up thru years of struggle, 
in. short everything, including even 
the craft prejudices of the member- 
ship in order to drive the masses to 
the slaughter. | 

More than that, the leaders of the 
trade unions were most instrumen- 
tal in creating a basis of morals and 
ideals for the capitalist war. No soon- 
er was war declared than Jouhaux, 
Legien, Leipart, Appleton, Hender- 
son, and many others, made the great 
discovery of the existence of such 
a thing as “the Fatherland.” The 
trade union leaders of the Allied 
countries were defending the idea of 
democracy against the barbarians of 
the Central Powers. The patriots of 
the Central Powers were saving civil- 
ization from the menace of the Rus- 
sian cossacks. They all pretended 
to be fighting in the interests of the 
workers, while what they were do- 
ing in reality was, to fight for the 
interests of their respective capital- 
ist governments. 

When we consider the history of 
the four years of war and see what 
the bureaucrats of the trade unions 
have been doing during that time to 
confuse the minds of the workers: 
when we also consider that these or- 
ganizers of mass-murder, these initi- 
ators of the international \glaughter, 
still continue to speak in the nam 
the working class; that there are still 
in existence millions of proletarians 
following theSe reformist leaders; 
when we consider all these facts, we 
are compelled to ask ourselves\ the 
following questions: “Wasn't all this 
enough to free the working class 
from their reformist leaders? How 
»ymany more tens of millions of peo- 
ple must be slaughtered before the 
masses will begin to see the light?” 

However, such pessimistic ideas 
are groundless. It is necessary to 
understand the reasons why the re- 
formists are still influencing the 
masses. And when these reasons are 
understood the ways will be found for 
combatting them. 

How did it come about that the 
leaders of the trade unions gave their 
support to the war? How should we 
explain the fact that the workers of 
England have gone into the struggle 
against the workers of Germany with 
so much bitterness, and the German 
workers, on their part, have thrown 
themselves into the struggle against 
the French workers? These _ facts 
cannot be-explained merely by gov- 
ernmental compulsion, or by martial 
law. It must be understood that the 
capitalists succeeded during the war 
in subjecting the working class also 
ideologically. As long as capitalist 
development is on the up-grade the 
working masses share to a’ certain 
degree in its prosperity. The more 
powerful capitalism becomes, thé 
wider its spheres of influence, the 
more concessions can it make to the 
working class in order to enlist its 
service for the exploitation of the 
colonial peoples. 

The world war was a struggle for 
hegemony on the part of finance and 
industrial capital. When the work- 
ers of England, France, and Germany, 


were defending their respective coun- 


NG 
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tries, they were at the same time, 
perhaps without being very much 
conscious of it, fighting for the exten- 
sion of the boundaries of their re- 
spective countries. The capitalists 
had succeeded by means of their 
schools, churches, press, etc., to in- 
still into the minds of the workers, 
love of country, national pride, and 
the desire to become bigger and more 
powerful than other countries. All 
these ideas found their expression in 
the very first days of the war. The 
labor organizations, trade unions, ap- 
peared to be nothing else than an 
organic part of the capitalist state. 
This became apparent only with the 
beginning of the war. 

It is true that even before the war 
some of us had begun to see the 
danger of reformism. But nobody 
foresaw that these reformistic lead- 
ers would bring the working class 
to the position to which they brought 
them. They began with the idea of 
national defense, maintaining at the 
same time that they will not sur- 
render the class positions of the 
workers. But these were only words. 
Right at the outbreak of the war 
the labor bureaucracy § transformed 
the trade unions into, war machines 
of the capitalist state, the trade un- 
ion leaders serving in many inst 
es in the capacity of mobiliz 
agents. 

The history of the four years of 
war is the history of a continuous be- 
trayal of all the fundamental and 
elementary interests of the workers. 
Once the labor bureaucracy accepted 
the point of view of national defense, 
it later on was compelled to exer- 
cise the functions of the police with 
regard to the membership of their 
own unions. Later on they had to 
surrender everything the workers 
had won thru the years of hard strug- 
gle. They had to suppress every in- 
dication of dissatisfaction among the 
masses, and in doing so the labor 
bureaucrats were working hand in 
hand with the capitalist police. The 
labor bureaucrats knew only one slo- 
gan: “War to the end, at any cost!” 
Our great slogan: “Proletarians of 
all countries, te!” they substitut- 
ed with anot slogan: ‘“Proletari- 
ans of all countries, kill each other!” 
‘For the sake of the interests of the 
heavy industrialists and large bank- 
ers, the labor bureaucracy had 
brought corruption and destruction 
into the labor movement. This his- 
tory of the role of the labor bureau- 
cracy in the last war.hoes not been 
written yet. When this is done it 
will be seen, every official leader of 
the trade union movement considered 
it an honor to be of assistance to 
his bourgeoisie in the last. war. 

Due to the activities of the labor 
bureaucrats, the nationalistic preju- 
dices of the working masses had been 
raised to the highest point. . These 
gentlemen had been preaching the 
wildest nationalism and imperialism, 
thus destroying the foundations of 
the international solidarity of the 
working masses. The logical conse- 
quence of these activities was the 
total collapse of the International. 
Thus have the labor bureaucrats ful- 
filled their ‘patriotic’ duty. They 
have shown that their conception of 
trade unionism is to make the labor 
organizations part and parcel of the 
capitalist state, to subordinate the 
interests of labor to the interests of 
capital. 

The war came to an enu. And the 
enemies of yesterday began talking 
Vabout the restoration of the Interna- 
tional. 
national can these fellows create? 
What sort of an international labor 
organization can result out of the ef- 
forts of these “Fatherland patriots,” 
these nationalists, for whom _ the 


the interests of the working class. 
They may succeed'in giving us the 
appearance of an International, its 
ferm, but never its real substance. 
They may succeed in bringing togeth- 
er a number of national organizations 
and call it an “International,” but it 
will be nothing of the sort. 

That, by the way, is what they .ac- 
tually .did.' The exhausted and be- 
trayed masses had begun to feel 
again the need for an international 
working-class organization. These 
masses have compelled their nation- 
alistic leaders to attempt to re-estab- 
lish the international relations of the 
working class. But imstead of bread, 
the labor bureaucracy has given the 
masses a stone. Instead of an Inter- 
national that can really unite the 
working class, leading them in strug- 
gle against capitalism, the labor bu- 
reaucracy has given us an appendix 
to the bourgeois League of Nations, 
and this they call a “trade — In- 
ternational.” 

This is how the- Amsterdam Inter- 
national came into being. It is the 
same International which is beirfg led 
by the social patriots of all countries, 
by the same people who are spattered 
with the blood that the workers 
spilled in the last war. We have seen 
these men at work. We have seen 
them begin their activities by agree- 
ing to serve as an appendix to the 
League of Nations. We have seen 
them participate in the working out 
of the Treaty of Versailles.

These people will 
cry against war in time of peace, but 
when war begins they will be shout- 
ing louder than anyone else that the 
war must be continued to the very 
end. 

Ten years have gope by. The world 
is today totally different from what 
it was at the outbreak of the world 
war. And the working class also is 
no longer the same as it was in July, 
1924. The years of the war and the 
destruction of capitalism that fol- 
lowed the war have created among 
the masses a feeling of opposition, 
not only ‘against capitalism, but also 
jagainst the agents of capitalism in 
their own ranks. During this time 
the Communist International has 
come into existence and has grown 
into a big power. Also the Interna- 
tional organization of the Red Trade 


Unions. Ever new and more m 
are streaming into the ranks of 
two revolutionary centers. a 
Capitalism is fighting despew 

for its existence, ‘and still more. des 
perately are fighting the reformist 
leaders. But it will not help them, 
They will, they must bé driven out 
of their trenches. On‘ this tenth an- 
niversary of the world war, millions 
and millions of proletarians are 
throwing into the face of the 

ist world, their hatred and 

And in celebrating this tenth anntver- 
sary, the working then and women.of 
all countries will remember who it 
was that attempted to create the mo- 
ral att ideal justification for the 
world slaughter. They will remem- 
ber how the reformists and bureavu- 
cxats have brought demoralization ' 
and destruction into the internation- 
al working class movement. Remem- 
bering all this, the working masses 
of the world will then inscribe on 
their banners: “Down with capital- 
ism!
